A i  From  September  1938  to  January  1943. 

Qi  What  official  posts  did  you  hold  in  Japan? 

Ai  At  first  I  was  language  -  trainee  officer  and  from  December  193®  ^ 
December  1942  assistant  military  attache  of  the  German  Embassy  in 

Tokyo. 

( \t  Who  was  your  predecessor  in  the  post  of  the  assistant  military 
attache? 

Ai  Major,  later  lieutonant-colonel,  Sohol.  . 

Qi  Who  was  your  successor  in  that  post? 

Ai  Colonel  Niemeler,  I  believe. 

Oi  Who  was  vour  chief?  .  .  .  .  • 

Ai  Colonel  Mazki  before  December  1940  and  colonel,  later  major 

•one ral  Krechmer,  aftor  that  date.

Qi  With  what  offioers  of  the  Japanese  General  Staff  are  you  personally 

Ai  With  lieutenant  -  colonol  Saigo,  major  Kandori,  lieutenant  - 
colonel  Yomagata,  lieutenant  -  oolonel  Akita,  general  Sugiyam 
Gen,  major  -  general  Okamoto  and  Prince  Kanin. 

Ql  What  post  did  those  officers  hold?  n«„eral 

Ai  Prince  Kanin  and  general  Sugiyaraa  were  chiefs  of  the  Amy ^enoral 
Staff;  major  -  general  Okamoto  -  chief  of  one  of  the  divisions  of 
the  General  Staff;  lieutenant  -  colonel  Saigo  and 
colonel  Yomagata  -  chiefs  of  the  German  division  of 
General  Staff;  major  Kandori  and  lieutenant  -  colonel  Akita  worked 
in  tho  Gorman  division  of  the  Japanese  General  Staff. 

Qi  Wore  you  porsonally  acquainted  with  general  Tojo? 

At  Yes,  1  was. 

Qi  When  and. under  what  circumstances  did  you  make  his  acquaintance? 

Ai  I  made  his  acquaintance  in  November  1938  during  an  outing  on  horse 
back  in  the  outskirts  of  Tokyo  which  was  arranged  for  foroip 
military  attaches  and  thoir  assistants  on  tho  occasion  of  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  the  anti-oomintom  pact. 

Qi  What  post  did  Tojo  hold  then?  .  « 

Ai  I  do  not  know  exactly,  but  I  believe  that  ho  was  commander  of  the 

army  air  force. 


Qi  How  many  timos  did  you  moot  To jo? 

Ai  I  met  him  several  timos  at  official  reoeptions. 


Q<  When  did  you  soo  general  Tojo  last? 

Ai  On  January  1,  1943  when  I  paid  him  a  furewoll  visit. 

Qt  Are  you  acquainted  with  general  Oshima? 

Ai  Yes,  I  am. 

Qi  When  did  you  make  his  acquaintance? 

Ai  I  made  his  acquaintance  as  far  back  as  tho  Olympic  in  Berlin  in  193b. 

Qi  Did  you  meet  him  in  Japan?  * 

At  Yes,  I  did. 

Qi  When  did  you  moot  him  in  Japan? 

Ai  Only  onoo  in  May  1939,  1940  or  1941.  I  do  not  remomber  the  year 
exactly,  but  I  remember  well  that  it  was  in  May  at  the  farewell 
dinner  given  by  03hii!ia  ftt  the  root&ur&nt  w Ho shiga  Oke  • 

$i  Were  you  acquainted  with  general  Muto  Akira? 

Ai  Yes,  I  was. 

Qi  When  and  where  did  you  make  his  acquaintance? 

Ai  I  made  his  acquaintance  and  mot  him  several  timos  in  the  house  of 
the  military  attache  and  at  the  minister's. 

Qi  ’What  was  Muto  Akira's  position  then? 

Ai  He  was  ohief  of  the  military  -  political  department  of  tho  Japanese 
War  Ministry. 

Q i  Why  do  you  call  this  department  military  -  political? 

Ai  That  is  how  our  translators  translated  the  name  of  that  department. 

Qi  Did  you  read  any  official  Japanose  documents  containing  military 
plans  of  Japan  against  the  Soviet  Union? 

Ai  No,  I  did  not  read  any  official  documents,  but  I  heard  about  it 
during  tho  confidential  conversation  of  tho  German  Ambassador  Ott 
with  general  Tojo.  * 

Qi  Tell  in  detail  about  that  conversation.  When  did  it  take  place,  on 
what  oooasion  and  what  was  the  subjeot  of  the  oonvorsation? 

At  It  was  in  tho  summer  of  1942  in  June,  or  July  when  Tojo  asked  Ott  to 
receive  him  for  a  confidential  tulk.  Ott  agreed  and  the  conversa¬ 
tion  took  place  in  Ott's  offioe  in  the  Embassy. 

Ott,  military  attache  Kreohmer  and  I  us  an  interpreter  were  prosont 
at  this  conversation  frem  the  German  side.  Prime  Minister  Tojo,  two 
generals,  whoso  names  I  do  not  remember,  and  captain  Yamasaki  who 
acted  as  an  interpreter  wore  present  from  the  Japanese  sido.  At 
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that  time  German  troops  wore  very  successful  in  North  Africa  and 
the  Japanese  supposed  that  the  German  army  would  reach  the  Suez 
Canal,  At  the  same  time  German  troops  were  successfully  advancing 
in  the  Caucasus. 


Tojo  said  that  Gorman  troops  should  advance  as  far  as  Aden  and 
Basra  and  tho  Japanese  to  India  and  Ceylon  via  Burma  and  the  border 
lino  of  their  sphere  of  interests  would  lio  along  70°  East. 

Then  Tojo  said  that  the  Anglo-Saxons  should  be  driven  out  of  East 
Asia  and  that  all  the  sources  of  raw  materials  there  would  provide 
Germany  with  the  row  n»terials  necessary  for  her  industry. 

Then  the  conversation  turned  upon  the  Soviet  Far  East.-  I  do  not 
remember  exactly  whether  Ott  asked  Tojo  something  or  Tojo  spoke 
about  the  Soviet  Far  East  himself.  Tojo  said  that  Japan  was  a 
mortal  enemy  of  Russia  and  that  Vladivostok  was  a  permanent  threat 
to  Japan  from  the  flank  and  that  in  the  course  of  that  war  there 
was  an  opportunity  of  removing  that  danger.  He  said  that  it  was 
not  so  difficult  to  do  that  as  there  was  an  excellent  Kwantung  army 
whioh  included  the  best  troops.  Tojo  gave  to  understand  that  Japan 
intended  to  make  a  surprise  attack  on  Vladivostok  from  land,  sea 
and  air  at  the  same  time  carrying  on  a  diversive  operation  against 
Blagoveshensk.  I  heard  tho  confirmation  of  that  plan  of  attack  on1 
the  U.S.S.R.  at  different  times  and  under  different  circumstances 
from  the  interpreter  Koguro,  major  Kandori  and  lieutenant  -  colonel 
Yamagata. 

When  in  1942  I  visitod  Yamagata  in  the  Japanese  General  Staff  in 
reply  to  my  question  how  the  Japanese  intended  to  attack  the  Soviet 
Union  showed  me  in  silence  the  Vladivostok  and  Blagoveshensk 
directions  on  the  map,  s 

Qi  Was  it  discussed  during  the  conference  in  Ott's  office  how  far  Japan 
intended  to  send  its  troops  on  tho  territory  of  the  Soviet  Union? 

Ai  During  that  conversation  Tojo  gave  to  understand  that  it  was  not 

.  ■  sufficient  to  occupy  Vladivostok  and  Blagoveshensk  and  that  it  was 
necessary  to  extend  the  Japanese  sphere  of  influence  up  to  the  lake 
Baikal. 

3i  How  long  did  the  conference  at  Ott’s  office  last? 

Ai  About  two  hours. 

Q«  What  was  Ott's  and  Krechmor's  vi6W  of  the  Japanese  plan  as 
expounded  by  Tojo? 

Ai  They  kept  silence  during  the  conference.  During  the  conference  it 
was  Tojo  who  talked  almost  exclusively.  I  know  from  subsequent 
conversations  with  Krechmer  that  he  was  in  a  pessimistic  mood.  He 
thought  that  the  Japanese  were  dispersing  their  forces.  He  hoped 
that  a  concentrated  blow  would  be  struck  at  the  Far  East,  but  not 
at  India. 
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Qi  What  In  your  opinion  was  the  objoot  of  To jo’s  visit  to 
Ai  I  think  that  Tojo  wantod  to  know  from  the  German  ambassador 

the  military  attache  whether  German  troops  would  reach  Aden  and 
Basra  at  that  time.  Before  launching  the  offensive  Tojo  wanted 
to  ascertain  if  Germany  was  sufficiently  sure  o  her  8^”03* 

Ho  wanted  to  find  that  out  from  Ott  and  the  military  attache. 

Qi  Tell  about  your  meeting  Oshima  at  a  banquet  in  the  restaurant 

At  SuohlfnreM  m  i-lven  oponly  in  Japanese  restaurants^nd  there 
are  many  outsiders.  Therefore  the  Japanese  never  talk  about 
serious  matters  during  such  dinners  and  all  serious Jshim 
discussed  with  the  main  guests  before  dinner.  1 
raising  his  goblet  and  saying  facetiously  for  your  Ural j and  T  r 
our'  lake  Baikal",  but  I  know  that  behind  that  facetious  toast  was 

his  real  opinion.

Havo  you  ever  heard  Muto  express  any  political  views?  .  ■ 

No,  1  havo  nevor  heard  Muto  express  any  such  views  as  he  was  very 
reserved.  But  his  officers  said  that  he  also  belonged  to  the 
aggrossive  cirolos;  it  was  intended  even  to  make  him  the  Minister 
of  War  due  to  his  business  ability. 

Did  you  receive  information  of  military  nature  pertaining  to  the 
Soviet  Union  from  the  Japaneso  General  Staff  in  1941,  1942?  .  . 

Yes,  I  did.  I  received  that  information  from  major  Kandori.  and 
other  offioers  of  the  Gorman  division  of  the  General  StafX.  ,  , 

Tell  in  detail  how  often- you  rooeived  information  and  about  what? 

I  roceived  all  military  information  about  the  Russian  Far  has torn 
army,  namolyi  disposition  of  troops,  their  strength,  military 
transportations,  the  details  about  the  reserves,  movements  of 
Soviet  troops  at  tho  European  front  as  well  as  the  data  concerning 
the  war  industry  in  tho  Soviet  Union. 

How  often  did  you  receive  information  about  the  military  and 

oconomic  position  of  tho  Soviet  Union?  *  _  . 

Prior  to  my  leaving  tho  post  of  assistant  military  ***ache  1  daily  , 
visited  the  Japanese.  General  Staff  in  order  to  furnish  them  with 
information  about  the  position' on  German  fronts  and  if  they  had.  . 
information  for  us  from  the  Russian  division  it  was  furnished  bo 
me;  At  first  that  information  was  not  received  so  often,  but  later, 
on  I  received  it  twice  or  three  times  a  week. 
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Qt  What  use  was  made  of  that  information? 

A»  That  information  by  means  of  a  ciphering  machine  was  transmitted  to 
the  attache  department  of  the  OKW  in  Berlin. 

Qt  Did  you  often  transmit  that  information  to  Borlin? 

A i  That  information  was  transmitted  as  soon  as  it  was  received,  first 
rarely  and  later  on  oftoner.  Especially  important  pieces  of  infor¬ 
mation  passed  through  the  ciphering  buroau  of  the  Embassy,- 

<;»  Were  you  in  Manchuria? 

At  Yes,  I  was.  .  .  .  -

Qt  How  many  times  were  you  in  Manchuria?' 

Ai  Three  times.  First  time  I  was  in  Manchuria  with  cplonel  Mazki  from 
May  12  to  July  1939.  The  second  time  I  stayed  there  for- a  very 
short  time  in  May  or  June  1940.  The  third  time  I  was  in  Manchuria 
in  February  or  in  March  1941  also  only  for  a  few  days  wh6n  Kreohmer 
was  introduced  to  the  Manchurian  government  he  being  concurrently 
the  military  attache  in  Manchuria  as  well. 

Qt  Are  you  aware  of  the  strength. of  the  Kwantung  army  in  different 
periods? 

.  At  Yes,  I  am. 

Q»  From  what  sources  do  you  know  that? 

At  Partly  from  the  Japanese  General  Staff,  from  the  German  corres¬ 
pondent  Richard  Zorgo  from  whom  we  received  exact  data  as  to  the 
number  of  Kwantung  army  divisions  and  somo  of  their  numbers.  From 
the  German  mission  in  Manchuria  we  also  received  some  data  as  to 
the  strength  of  the  Kwantung  army.  •

Qt  How  did  you  estimate  the  strength  of  the  Kwantung  army  as  of  the 
beginning  of  1941  during  your  third  visit  to  Manchuria. 

At  Approximately  20-30  Japanese  divisions. 

Qt  Do  you  mean  the  number  of  divisions  or  th<^  number  of  troops  neces¬ 
sary  for  forming  20-30  divisions? 

At  The  Japanese  said  that  they  had  such  a  number  of  divisions,  but  I 
do  not  know  whether  each  division  was  10  or  20  thousand  strong. 

Qt  In  accordance  with  your  observation  did  the  Kwantung  army  strengthen 
or-  on  the  contrary  become  weaker  after  the  outbreak  of  the  German- 
Soviot  war? 

At  The  Kwantung  army  became  stronger  in  all  respects t  from  the  point 
of  view  of  its  personnel,  their  training,  the  construction  of  bar- 
raoks  as  well  as  the  construction  of  fortifications.  ^ 

Qt  Where  did  you  obtain  these  data? 

At  We  obtained  theso  data  from  the  Gorman  mission  in  Chungking.  Be¬ 
sides  I  personally  received  information  from  General  Sta.^f  Officers,

At  I  do  not  recall  that  exactly.  I  may  have  seen  him  as  he  returned

Do  you  know  the  results  of  colonel  Kaila' s  trip  to  Manohuria? 

At  Kreohwer  told  me  about  the  results  of  that  trip.  Colonel  Kaila

A i  No,  he  did  not.  Tojo  only  said  that  Japan  would  support  Germany 
with  different  raw  materials  at  her  disposal  from  the  oocupied 
•areas.  As. to  Germany  sho  had  to  provide  the  transport  for  export¬ 
ing  all  those  raw  materials. 

'll  Were  any  raw  materials  exported  during  the  war  from  Japan  to  Germany? 

At  Yob,  many  raw  materials  were  exported  on  Gorman  ships  breaking  the 
..  blockade. 

Qt  From  whom  do  you  know  about  that? 

Ai  From  admiral  7/eneker,  Gorman  naval  attache,  and  also  because  in 
January  1943  I  waa  going  to  Germany  on  one  of  the  ships  breaking 
the  blockade. 

TThnt  was  tho  name  of  that  transport  and  what  raw  and  other  materials 
did  it  oarry? 

Ai  It  was  an  Italian  ship  "Pietro  Orseolo".  She  oarried  over  1000 
tons  of  rubber,  1000  tons  of  tin  and  100-200  tons  of  tea. 

Qt  VThe re  were  rubber,  tin  and  tea  taken  on  board? 

At  Thoy  wore  taken  on  board  in  Singapore.

I#  the  undersigned  stenographer  N.D.  Kubeova,  give  this  oertiFioate  to 
colonel  Rosenblit,  Assistant  Soviet  Prosecutor  of  the  International  Military 
Tribunal  for  the  Far  East  and  pledge  myself  to  record  correctly  the  inter¬ 
preted  testimony  given  by  Frits  von  Petersdorf  rolating  to  the  case  of 
major  Japanese  war  criminals. 


I  have  been  warned  that  for  a  deliberately  false  recording  I  bear
